Following Tree Lighting At 5:16 
P. M. President To Give 
Message To Nation 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—(INS) 
— President Truman who is spend­ 
ing his first Christmas in the 
White House since becoming Presi­ 
dent, will touch off the yuletide 
celebration throughout the nation 
today by lighting a huge tree on 
the south lawn of the White House.

The 
editor was Charles A. Dana and 
ii there were more newspapermen 
in the United States today like 
Charles A. Dana, it would oe a 
good deal better for the nation. 
To be sure he was a Democrat and 
I am not. but he was a brilliant 
editor and above all things loved a 
good story and was willing and 
anxious to reward any writer on 
The Sun’s staff for producing a 
real yarn. 
Well, when this letter 
was laid before him. he got busy 
and took it out to the City News 
Room and laid it before a young 
man whom he believed was able 
to handle it. 
And this young man 
wrote an answer to Virginia’s let­ 
ter which entitled him to a place 
in the Valhalla of English Litera­ 
ture.

He exists as certainly as 
love and generosity exist, and you 
know- that they abound and give 
to your life its highest beauty and 
joy. 
Alas! how? dreary would be 
the world if there were no Santa 
Claus! 
It would be as dreary as if 
there were no Virginias. 
There 
would be no childlike faith then, 
no poetry, no romance to make 
tolerable 
this 
existence. 
We 
should have no enjoyment, except 
in sense and sight. 
The eternal 
light with which childhood fills 
the world $vould be extinguished. 
“Not 
believe in Santa 
Claus! 
You might as well not believe in 
fairies! 
You might get your pana 
to hire men to watch in all the 
chimneys on Christmas Eve, but jf 
they did not see Santa Claus com­ 
ing down, what would that pro^e? 
Nobody sees Santa Claus, but that 
is no sign that there is no Santa 
Claus, 
The most real things in 
the world are those that neither 
children nor men see 
Did you 
ever see fairies dancing on the 
lawn? 
Of course not. but * hat’s 
no proof that they are not there. 
Nobody can conceive or imagine 
all the wonders that are unseen 
and unseeable in the world. 
“You tear apart the baby’s rattle 
to see what makes the noise in­ 
side. but there is a veil covering 
the unseen world which not the 
strongest man. nor even the united 
strength of all the strongest men

And, lo, the star which they saw in the east went 
before them . . . St. Matthew II, 9.

Christmas is ever-glorious. The aftermath of war is 
one of widespread economic unrest, industrial strife and 
human concern. Let it be said that this does not belie 
the peace, for the peace is of God and above cynicism. It 
is divine cheer, vouch-safed to assuage earthly fear. It 
is cradled in faith, nourished by hope and Sustained by 
charity. It is for each one to have the year 'round, who 
would live at peace with God and his fellowmen. 
For some, Christmas may be only a day or a dream; 
but it is truly an ideal, and real, too—the most blessed 
and tine thing for which we can live. It makes a golden 
circle of human hearts, with the central setting of home. 
It is the earthly celebration of human wanderings, 
of the spirit of man reminded of his eternal homecoming. 
The light in childhood's eyes is reflecte din the mature 
spirit’s vision. 
lt was the Star in the East that led the way to 
Christmas and the shrine of Bethlehem. That star, sym­ 
bol of the hopes and aspirations of mankind, still shines 
through every midnight. 
Our burdens will remain, our journeyings will be 
long, as they were for the Magi of old. As they kept the 
vision in their hearts, so let us keep it in our own. Let it 
suffice that in the darkness and cold of the world, we 
know of the miracle of Him who was born to give new 
glory to life. 
And the angels will sing: 
“ Glory to God in the highest and on earth peace, 
good will to men.”

AND ON EARTH, PEACE” 
From the east and the west come reports of violence 
and death, rumors of further violations, disaffection 
among nations, wars and rumors of wars. 
But tomorrow we celebrate the birthday of the Prince 
of Peace. 
The “ little town of Bethlehem” is an armed camp, 
and the place wherein He trod hears the sound of rifle 
fire and the cries of the wounded. A sad commentary in 
the land of the Saviour but a true one, nevertheless. 
Statesmen sit around table> and gravely discuss the 
disposition of Germany, the annexation ot lands by the 
Soviets and the settling of displace persons. 
If only for a little while the hearts of the statesmen 
could be permeated with some of the peace and hope of 
the Man of Galilee, there might be some possibility of 
world peace. And until they do, such peace is improbable. 
Here in the United States we are fortunate. Our mar­ 
kets are disturbed by world upheavals, we have our do­ 
mestic worries and trials, but above them all we have 
peace and sufficient to eat. 
Would that all the world might be as fortunate.

'-liras Tree. A fre sh 
cut tree will not take fire any 
more easily in your home for the 
first day or two than it would be 
growing outside. 
But at the end 
of the week, it is highly flammable. 
Therefore, bring a fresh tree in as 
short a time before Christmas as 
possible and remove it as soon aft- 
I erwarfls as you can. 
The tree can be kept fresh if you 
set it iup in a pan of wateri 
Cut 
j off the base of the tree at an angle, 
at least one inch above the original 
cut, and keep it standing in water 
! during the entire period that the 
tree is in the house. 
Add w ater to 
the ja r or tub in which the tree 
stands at intervals to keep the 
w ater level always above the cut. 
Locate the tree away from fire­ 
places or other sources of heat. Al­ 
low no smoking near the tree.

Christmas Lighting. 
Open 
flame lighting is entirely out of 
place Unless you have you candles 
and lamps well away from Christ­ 
mas trees .window curtains and 
burnable decorations, have a lire 
extinguisher handy and then keep 
constant watch over open flames.
